It is stated that tho deputy of tho min- 
iatur of the iuturior at Ottawa has 
instructed the Domiuiun local authorities 
near our eaatern frontier, and wu prc- 
aume also, the resident agent of Canada 
in thia province,' to the effect that the 
minerals aa well as the lands within the 
Eagle Pass and Canada railway belt 
in Boilish Columbia already belong to 
Canada. Thia claim on tho part of Canada, 
if a«sorted, would bar minora from tak- 
ing advantage of tho provincial mining 
laws which are more liberal than those of 
Canada. It would also transfer to Canada 
the license fees and other benefits inci- 
dent to mineral ownership. We cannot 
but think that thia reported action of the 
Canadian departniont of tlio interior is, 
to say tho lenat, proinaturo. So fariia we 
understand the quedtion, tho Dominion 
government has not, at prosont, any loyiil 
authority to make this claim within the 
Eagle Puss and Rogers Pass belt. It is 
not properly in a puaition oven to give 
titles to land within that bolt, excupt on 
tho portion already convoyed to tho Do- 
minion, namely, from Port Moody to 
twenty miles above Kamloops (as part of 
the North Thompson belt.) There are 
throe things necessary to substantiate tho 
titlo of tho Dominion government. 
(1) Th« North Thompson belt mast bero- 
conveyod to tho province. (2) The South 
Thompson railway bolt, which the 
province has agreed to convey, must be 
properly conveyed tu the Dominion. 
(3) The miuing laws of tho province must 
bu amended, or aome necessary action 
taken, so as to make these laws inu[)ora- 
tive within thu second above mentioned 
belt. These things cannot bo done until 
the next session of the Dominion and 
Proyinoial legislatures respectively. Up- 
on none of thein is any question likely to 
arise except upon the abrogation of the 
rightH which tho Provincial law gives to 
tho British Culumbi;i nuiiur within the 
bolt, and thu coiisiHiuent loan to o^^r treas- 
ury. Tlio miner, of course, would Htill 
have whatever rights tho Dominion min- 
ing law gave him. What the Provincial 
legislature is likely to do in this matter we 
do not now discuss. That the province is 
not under any obligation to donate the 
mtMorala to Caniida aeerns to bu clear. 
This is a mineral country, and tho fact is 
embodied in our whole system of law. 
An agreement tu convey land in this 
province is not so coinpreliensive aa ulau- 
where. It is Hul)ji!cl, wliother so stuted 
in the agreement or not, to tho free 
miners' right, which can only ho abro- 
gated or limited, as to any particular 
area, by specific logisiatiou. The British 
Oolumbiaii miner at present can prosecute 
his researches anywhere — under the Do- 
minion Government House, if he chooses 
—provided he conforms to the general 
miuing law of the country. 

THU POLICE. 

The Post flies to the dofenceof the police. 
It thinks our criticism unwarranted by tho 
facta, Let ub consider tho fiiots (iiid sco: 
About live o'clock on WiMlnt'sduy niornin",' 
the police were nttracti'd to Ihv. corner of 
Yates and Broad Htrcfts by the sharp crack 
of a pistol. They found thiire a young 
man in a high Ktatc of excitcmont and they 
seized him. They searched liiiu uuil dis- 
covering no weapon on liis person thuy 
let him go. The Post iutiuntcs that the 
police had no proof that the young man had 
fired the shot and that for aught they know 
he might have been the in.'in attacked. If the 
police had no reason to suspect tho man, 
why did they seize him I And if he 
might have been the man attacked, why 
did they not hold him as a witness I The 
constables acted with a weakness and 
want of presence of mind, which re- 
flects no credit upon them. If the 
assailant had seen tit to leave the city 
any time on Wednesday ho could have 
done 80. The tardy action of the 
Duporintendent in not taking out 
a warrant until evening was dangerous; 
and the suggestion that a summons should 
be issued instead of a warrant for Barnes' 
arrest was a proposition to trifle with jus- 
tice. Tho police are paid to enforco the 
laws and they cannot be allowed to dis- 
criminate between an aiiluent mixer of 
fancy drinks on one hand and a miserable 
tramp; like George Sinclair on the other. 
The honesty of tho force is not called in 
question. Personally thoy are a highly 
respectable body of men who, in the 
main, do their duty well. But on this 
occasion they were sadly lacking, and it 
will do no harm to remind them that 
through their inefiiciency, or whatever it 
may have been, a man who had nearly pis- 
toled another almost got away .

AFRICA. 

LoNuo.v, Sopt. 4. — Tho inhabitants of 
tho Camcrun's country, in Western Afiicu 
are about to present a protest against tho 
annexation of that district tu the German 
possessions, asthey wishtoliave the British 
equity court re-established in that coun- 
try which was lately abolished by the 
British, which court ia established in that 
country, abolished. Tho British Consul 
had an interview with the German Consul 
to Caravidus and submitted an argument 
to the court which was of great service. 
The settlement of tho disputed matter 
will rest until the Consuls have communi- 
cated with their respective governments. 

CoLOONK, Sept, 4. — ThoGazetto states 
that private dispatches have boon receiv- 
ed from Gold Coast, Western Africa, to 
tho effect that Franco has annexed Porto 
Novo, and Dr. Nachsigol has anne.\ud 
Little Pipe, on tho Dehaiiy coast, to tho 
German colonies. 

GERMANY. 
Bkkhn, Sept. 4. — A report is gaining 
ground that a new German Ambassador 
will soon bo appointed to London. The 
Tagelblatt asya the relations of Bismarck 
and Count Vonniunatur are leas cordial. 
The Ministur'sattitudo towards Earl Gran- 
vdle during recent Egyptian conference 
was not onergotic enough to please Uis- 
niiirck. Donrinsniark is mentiuuiid as 
likely tu succeed him. 

FRANCE. 
Pauls, Sopt. 4. — At Madras, Brit 
ish Indiu, twenty-four deaths occurr- 
ed from cholera on Sunday, and there 
were six deaths from the diaeasu at 'I'ou- 
lon to-day, and fourteen in Porpigno and 
suburbs ni the twonty-four hours ondud 
last night. Tho spread of tho cholera in 
Italy has depressed trade on the Vienna 
bourse. Ten thousand persons have Ued 
from Daspezza. 

EASTEKN STA'i'E.S. 
Oenkva, N. Y., Sopt. 4. — Secretary 
Folger died suddenly at 4.46 this after- 
noon. 

LoNi) LsLiNO, Sept. 4. — Thia morning 
five hundred sporting nion lillod tho pavil- 
lion to witness a tight with hard gloves 
between James MoUugh of Glasgow and 
Dave Fitzgerald of Toronto. McHugh 
v/eighed 12U pounds and Fitzgerald 140. 
Preliminaries being finished the men ad- 
vanced wlion time was called to the contro 
ring, and then commenced ono of the 
most iuterestuig tights on record, lasting 
three hourt and thirty- five minutes, and 
ending in a draw in favor of the Scotch 
lad. It would have been fought to tho 
tinish but for the sonduct of tho crowd. 
Tliore was a disposition on tljo part of 
Fitzgerald's friends towards the close tu 
crowd the ring and bring about a "foul" 
on the part of iVIcUugh . 

CHINA. 

LoN'ooN, Sopt. 4. — Advices from China 
state that three Chinese armies aro march- 
ing to invade Tonquin — ono from each of 
the three provinces. The chief army uum- 
bers 250,UU0; that from Yuennan 20,000 
and from Kwoug Fung likewise 20,000. 
This army inll join the Black Plags at the 
frout. 

ITALY. 

ItoMK, Sept. 4. — There were 85 dL-aths 
and 18G fresh cases of cholera throughout 
Italy in the past 24 hours. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Franc'isco, Sept. 4. — Charles 
FoUis, a quarryman, was this morning 
blown to pieces by the explosion of a giant 
powder cartridge. His left side was com- 
pletely blown off, a piece being found 
400 feet away. Uia death is supposed to 
bo suicidal caused by his extreme pov- 
erty. 

San FiiA.Sfisco, Sept. 4. — -An attempt 
made to reduce salaries on the steamer 
Columbia on her arrival here was met 
with a successful rosistancu. When tho 
order ruduoing the salaries was issued all 
tho men whom it offoctod left tho vessel. 
As a suitable crow was difficult to obtain 
at the reduced rate of wages offered by 
tho company, tho company preferred to 
retain tho old hands at old rates.

kahuloOps 

Our Correspondent Expcricncn 
ill the Liiketowii. 

I have been u]) here nearly a 
month, and I hiu now about in acondi 
tion to calimate the profit and loss ac- 
count, especially the ilatter. Kamloops 
itself is very prettily situated close, to 
the lake at tho junction of tho North 
and South Thonip.son; and diroctly op- 
posite, on the other .side tho river, rises, 
the tall brown mountain of St. Paul, 
while slightly bolund it to tho west- 
ward iti another mountain of at least 
equal height, and still further west is 
a sea of rolling hills nomowhat wooded 
on their summits and for the rent 
covered with an apology for verdure 
in tho shape of soiuething like sage, 
which would give any decent animal 
the hiccoughs to look at. I may pre- 
mise the hills extend up tho valley 
on both sides of the river and on the 
south extends the villugo of Ivaniloops, 
composed, westerly, of the Muilson. Bay 
[)romiaeH, and at an interval of luilf- 
u-milc, of a few houses, a saloon 
Government Office, Mara's store, Spell- 
man's Hotel, some Chinese shanties, 
Campbell's Hotel and some four or five 
new stores on both side of the street. 
The ofllce of the Inland Sentinel is 
situated at this jjoint and beyond there 
aro tho Chinese merchant Ah Loy 
one or two residences and Mara's New 
house. 

The cattle ranges, andRATTLEHNAicts 
and that kind of thing are ten miles 
back. That ia always the way when you 
nmke a little trip into the country of 
300 miles; if you had only gone leu 
miles, further you would have seen 
sights. You might certainly risk your 
neck on a horse, who would probably 
dispose of 11 i^refiihorn on the moun- 
tains and then ho would have to walk 
home and hire an Indian at §150 a 
day to loo!: for the saddle. The gencr- 
alit) of the horses here aro seriouH, 
vicious bruits; you never soo them put 
their ears back for fun. Their only 
items of faith ai-eon a heavy bit with 
an iron bar extending over the tcnguo 
and the usual heavy spur. Tho more 
wei<,'lit a slack roin held on ono aide or 
the other is sutlicient. TiiK auihtociiat 
out hero is the luilian, ho toiletli not 
lUiillier does he spin. He owne.s 10,000 
acers of laud, ho riiloth with a buck- 
skin glove and a jingling spur and to 
meet him on tho road with his mount- 
ed kloocliiiieii arul puck animnlH is h 
cauliou. Tlioru wa» a tillicum drosvucd 
opposite Kaniluo[)s about a week ago 
and large numbers have come to the 
reserve to mecit his corpse which, how- 
ever refuses to liven up notwithstand- 
ing great wailing and gnashing of tenth. 
And now as to Kamloops which, I 
may say is not exactly that oeleHtial 
paradise which is portrayed to the 
innocont strunger. True it is in a 
transition state and this fact has arisrii 
many of the inconveniences which it 
has been my lot to endure. 1 will relate 
ono of my experiences. At a certain 
hotel on the road every window was 
out of the place and the bouse was be- 
ing generally renovated both inside 
and out, but this was not th(! worst 
point; there were, about 250,000 uuos 
to be accominodatod aud the houso was 
over crowded, in fact this was the 
cause of tho renovation, which was 
under taken in the hope that some of 
the boarders would leave, and it was 
high time. Bugs are my aversion. I 
was assured that my couch had been 
rendered bug proof by means of a yel, 
low powder, and one or two nights I 
believed it and slept tke sleep of the 
innocent, but my suspicions were arous- 
ed 1 lighted the candle at midnight 
and reviewed tho situation, the bed 
had a white sheet on it so that I could 
plainly hoc the enemy's manieuvers. 
I sat in an arm chair with my feet on 
the spindles, and when he found 1 was 
gone he sent out a troap of irregulars 
which galloped over the sheet and re 
conuoitorod in all directions. I had de- 
pended my position with a pile of 
blankets surmounted by a white pillow 
80 that I might see him come on. i 
then put the candle on tlu; iloor so 
thai r fnight see him on the march. In 
15 minutes the advanced guard had 
surmounted the parapet, and I gave 
up the position, and pushed the chair 
back against the door, as 1 observed 
he objected to tho white ])aint, but ho 
was on the walls and ceiling iu force 
and had evidently turned out all along 
the line. This room had just bonn new- 
ly canvasBod and painted and was but 
a sample of about a dozen others. 
They are putting now bedding through- 
out the house. 'There are comparative- 
ly few women or children hero and 
UNWAHiiKi) ma.nkind wlth Its frowsy 
bundle of hhinkols reigns supremo. 
A tren)endou« largo donation of scrub- 
bing brushes and soft soap is want(id up 
here. One or two hotels have been 
building since May, but though we 
have a saw mill thedillioulty of getting 
lumber is very great Every body is 
moving along with tho railway and I 
think some p«o])le will get sold in thi; 
operation. I supiiose however from its 
sitmition J'vauiloopu will one day be- 
come a "flourshiug village." As to Tnic 
CLIMATE to which 1 have some atten- 
tion it is variable aome days it will go 
u]) to 90* or above and then it will 
drop to 75°. In the evening tho wind 
will sonii'Limos come up in gusts as if 
it was going to blow a hurricane. There 
has been considerable rain this sum- 
mer, Aa to the dryness of Kamloops 
the air differs considerably. The wet 
and dry therinoinfiter ranges iu Vic- 
toria from a diUorencc of 150" to GO 
hero in tho early morning it will be as 
low as 70' and during tho day goes up 
to 15' or even Iiigher. Tho barometer 
also varies considorubly so that tho 
climate is not ao equable as many peo- 
plo suppose and it ia very easy to take 
cold at^ night.

Wo believe it will be found 
neceaaary in this country thoroughly to 
underdain thu lands. By this means 
crops may be sown euriiar, and the har- 
vest will bu gathurod before wot weather 
sots in. August this year has beuii wet 
beyond all precedent, but very often 
crops are more or less injured by the fall 
rains, und the only safety seems tu be in 
oarly harvests.

Tho eyentful day of tho ordeal came, 
and a large ooncourso coUeoted before 
the theater hours before the doors 
opened. I folt a little nervous, but 
concealed it from Fanny. I had no 
apprehension of fuilure, but tho result 
miffht not realize my hopes. I escort-

Tho mea waved their hats, tho 
womoEL'their haiidkerchiefs, and cheers 
of welcome resounded on all sides. 
Fanny seemed to recoil before it Tho 
musioistrupk up and she began. I saw. 
she wfis inakfng desperate , ofiforts, l?ut 
Cone of her buoyancy, her usual elan, 
was there. She finistied, and as tho 
curtain fell tho cries of un euc'oro were 
deafening. I wont up to her and said:

An Early Writing-Paper. 

Many centuries before Christ Numa 
left writings upon the papyrus, whence 
our name, paper, is derived. This 
plant, which was revered as sacred by 
the old Egyptians, grows abundantly 
in shallow streams and marshes in up- 
per Egypt and Syria. Bruce, found it 
growing in thO' River Jordan, and 
DOticod.a curious fact that it always

Those, 
when split into thin leaves and dried in 
the sun, " wore glued together, and 
formed th . roll of papyri^s, on which 
many of ths* ancient "writing '• have 
come down to us. This paper was 
both llexiblo and durable. Sjjecimeus 
from Pompeii can be seen in the 
museum ut Naples. In tho fifth century 
papyrus paper, of which many varieties 
exla'tod, was largely manufactured at 
Alexandria, and ranked high in the 
commurcopf nations. Its use continued 
until • about, seven or , eight centuri.es 
ago.
